•roiied by the Speaker.

Carson uphold the party that ia so 
avowedly opposed to keeping the min 
at that place open to bullion deposit- 
ore? 
The mint is of material beneSI 


to the people of that city, as it gives 
emyluyment to a number of men who 
spend their wages'in the city.'If it 
was coining silver and gold, as 
it 


should be, and as it would be if the 
gold trust did not control the Govern- 
ment, it would give-employment to 
seventy or eighty persons and would 
be the means of putting six or eight 
thousand dollars a month ia circula- 
tion in the Capital City.

So, 
after the death of the first president.in 
tho stately chamber -with the great four 
poster bed which is still shown to visit- 
ors, Martha Washington, with her loue-

The Carson Mint 
tc be Maintained. 


Congressman Newlands COD ducted a 


vigorous and successful fight on the 
floor-of the House Friday, raising the 
appropriation for the Oarson Mint 
from $15,000 to $39,000, and its rank 
from aii assay office, which status the 
Appropriation Committee had given it, 
to a mint. Newlands moved an amend- 
ment to the legislative appropriation 
bill, raising the appropriation for the 
Carson Mint. 
The amendme'nt met 


vigorous opposition, led by Bingham 
of Pennsylvania. 


Newlands spoke fifteen minutes and 


called the attention of the House to 
the fact that of tne $2,500,000,000 of 
gold and silver produced in America, 
Nevada had 
producsd 
one-fourth. 


Newlands called attention to the fact 
that to-day over $110,000,000 of bullion 
lies in the Philadelphia Mint, most of 
which came from Nevada. 
He showed 


that the Carson Mint had 
coined 


scarcely oue-tenth of the gold and sil- 
ver product, and that separated from 
California by natural limitations, Ne- 
vada was. the center of a great mineral 
producing section 
which 
incladed 


Montana, Idaho, Utah, Colorado aud 
Arizona. 


Newlando was assisted by Shaffroth 


of Col orado, Dockery of Missouri, and 
Cox of Tennessee. 
The rising vote 


was 82 noes, 81 ayes. Mr, Newlands 
mmediately demanded tellers, which 
resulted in the passage of his amend- 
ment by a vote of 83 for and 76 
against it. 
The amendment re-estab- 


ishes the mint and carries $39,000 ap- 
>ropriation.
